THE SILVER PROBLEM. 


Senators Jone« and Stewart Object to 


Ita Present Form. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—A most import- 


act conference of silver men wai held this 
evening, and ths conclusion arrived ot 
makea the passage of the Republican canons 
bill improbable, if not impossible. 


ID ita present form op to this time the 


measure wag thought to be agreeable to 
all the ailver men. When the bill was dig- 
cawed to-night, however, it was discovered 
that the provision allowing the redemption 
ot silver in bullion at the pleasure of the 
Secretary of the Treasory'would be worse, 
if anything, than the present situation. 
. It was decided to oppose the bill unless 
that provision was stricken out or go modi- 
fied that the Secretary will only be per- 
mitted to put out no more than $2,000,000 
per month of bullion to redeem certificates. 


BHUTOB STEWABT'S VIEWS. 


"The Silver bill as agreed upon in the 


Bapnblican caucus has one fatal provision, 
which, if enacted into a law, would defeat 
the object proposed. 


"Tbe authority given to the Secretary of 


the Treasury to exchange the bullion pur- 
chased for certificates would throw all the 
bullion in the Treasury on the market. 
The purchasers of bullion (or foreign ac- 
count would purchase from the Treasury 
for two reasons—one, because they can 
get it as cheap there ai anywhere else, and, 
second, because if they purchase from the 
Treasury there would be no accumulation 
in this country to sustain the market. 


"Tbe Secretary is required to purchase 


four and a half million ounces, and if he 
should sell four and a half million ounces 
daring the same month his purchases and 
•ales would balance, and leave the market 
nnaSectecl. Those purchasing for foreign 
account want cheap silver, and by baying 
of the Secretary they would prevent com- 
petition and have tba market all to them, 
selves. 


QOVSKNMKNT SHOULD PUECHASE ONLY. 
"1C they bought outside there would be 


four millions and a half a month accumu- 
lated in the Treasury, This would put 
silver up. But if they bought from the 
Treasury silver would go down. The two 
millions' worth now purchased and retained 
in the Treasury is aU that sustains the 
prise of silver. If that was thrown on the 
market, as it would be under the proposed 
legislation, silver would go down. If no 
step in advance can be taken at this session, 
nothing will be lost but a little time, 


SII/VEK WILL BE EEMONETIZED. 


"The next Congress will remonetiza sil- 


ver without an if or proviso, unless some 
sham bill ia passed at this session. I will 
certainly not vote for this caucus bill in its 
present shape." 


Senator Jones also announeed that he 


would not vote for the Republican bill on- 
less modified in accordance with the views 
expressed by Stewart. 


WALL BTEEET ISTEBESTED. 


The bulls in Wall street came down town 


to-day with a good sized bee in the r bon- 
nets. They had read the statement ihat the 
R?pnblican caucus at Washington had 
agreed npon a silver bill, and this was 
enough to set the bee a-buzzing. There has 
bten no topic for a long period of time 
which has so deeply interested Wall rtreet 
mea as the silver question, for it has been 
generally considered that (he passage of a 
silver bill at Washington would do more 
to stimulate speculation thra any other one 
thing. 


A COOU IN PEICE3. 


As soon as the market opened business 


commenced to pick np, prices began to soar 
skyward and it was plain to be seen that a 
bull (aver was causing blood to course 
rapidly through the veins of the speculative 
classes. The news was cabled to London 
and the Englishmen took a hand in helping 
the movement along by sending over buy- 
ing orders. Silver and silver certificates 
also came in for a good share of boom. 


The price of pilver certificates baa gone 


above par since the silver question has be- 
come so prominent, and to-day these certi- 
ficates were quoted on 'Change at $1 05%, 
while silver bullion, among bullion dealers, 
was quoted at $1 04 an ounce. Buying 
orders also came from San Francisco, 
where it was said a syndicate had been 
formed to purchase silver in large quanti- 
ties. In fact, orders to purchase came 
from several of the large cities, and nearly 
all the New York bankers hope that the bill 
will become a law. 


The question of the wholesale destrnc 


tion of j swallows by electricity hag at lait 
been taken up in France, and a report on 
the subject was presented at a recant meet- 
ing of the Zoological Society. 
In the 


south of France long wires are systematic- 
ally erected along the sea shore, and when 
the tired swallows alight on them they are 
stunned or killed by an electric chock. 
The birds are then Bent to Paris where 
they are used for decorative purposes. 


Texas Floods.

SAN FBANCISCO, April 26.—Colonel Silas 


Wenban, a mining magnate-and wealthy 
cattle man of Nevada, has just returned 
from a tour of inspection of his Nevada 
properties, He said this morning: "The 
cold and snow of tha past Winter have 
caused the death of one-half of the cattle 
in Nevada. A neighbor, whose ranch ad- 
joins mine, at Cortes, lost 90 per cant of 
bis herds; I lost probably one half of mine. 
I have 150 head of stock lying dead around 
my barns at Cortez in a space fifty 
ay one hundred feet.

Danphy, a San Franciaco cattleman, tells 
me that he lost 10,000 head of cattle valued 
at $120,000. , In the soathern part of the 
State the result was not so disastrous, bat 
in Eureka, Hamboldt, Elko and other 
counties the effects were terrible.

The 


thermometer at try place at Cortez registered 
37 degrees bulow zero. The snow was so 
deep that the feed was buried. There were 
also thonsnnda of horses and sheep that 
succumbed to the weathev. The Winter 
has been as disastrous to cattlemen as any 
within my recollection. 


Tammanj's Choice.

New TOBK, April 26.—Tammany Hall 


has a new candidate for Presidential honors 
in 1892. That famous political organiza- 
tion has concluded that neither Cleveland 
nor Hnl will ha an available candidate 
before tha National Convention, and it has 
therefore looked over the field with the 
view of discovering a man whom it could 
support and whose chances of success arc 
at least fair. The organization never had 
much me for Cleveland. He was nomi- 
nated at Chicago in the face of its protest, 
and was elected, notwithstanding its covert 
hostility to him. When he became Presi- 
dent he kept the loaves and fishes away 
from Tammany. 
The breach between 


them was not bridged when they traded 
him to get votes for tbe Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor. Hilt would be perfectly 
satisfactory to Tammany, but it ia known 
the Cleveland men will prevent bis nomi- 
nation at all hazards. Tammany has there- 
fore picked ont a new man, who is not a 
New York man, but whom it thinks all the 
factions in tbe State will support. Its 
choice is Chief Justice Fuller. 
He will be 


satisfactory to the Cleveland men and also 
to the Hill following. Although born in 
Maine, he is a resident of Chicago and will, 
therefore, in addition to New York, re- 
ceive the support of the W estern States, 
Tammany entertains no doubt of his elec- 
tion. 


Wants the Hydraulic Mlueg Watched.

MiBTSTttLB, Oal., April 26.—The Appeal 


to-morrow morning will contain an inter 
view with Dr. 0. E. Stone, President of 
the Anli-Dabnu Association. Dr. Stone 
favors Government work as soon as prac- 
ticable, for the benefit of navigation, but 
believes it necessary for tbe Government, 
while so doing, to maintain constant vigi 
lance to enforce the anti-debris clause of 
tbe Biver and Harbor Act passed four years 
ago. Ho says the Association is in receipt 
of information from trustworthy sources 
that a considerable number of hydraulic 
mines on the Feather, Tuba and American 
nvers are equipped fcr operation this sea- 
son and will have plenty of water for 
mining. Dr. Stone says that in addition to 
tbe mines ready to discharge debris into 
the streams at the first opportunity, there 
are large mines which make a show of im< 
pounding debris while they have every f» 
cility for discharging debris directly into 
the liver, which is much less expensive. 
He thinks these properties should be con- 
stantly watched.
